During  the  1953  calendar  year  the  Board  held  four  meetings. 

Applications,  five  in  number,  carried  over  from  1952*  wero 
reviewed  in  the  light  of  additional  supporting  evidence  as  to  train¬ 
ing  and  experience*  together  with  information  gained  as  to  the  work 
required  of  different  grades  of  Assessors  in  the  Taxation  Division 
of  the  .Department  of  National  Hovonuo. 

For  purpose  of  appraisal  tho  Board  was  prepared  to  give  full 
recognition  to  experience  gained  in  private  corporate  accounting  or 
such  experience  as  obtained  in  tho  Income  Tax  Division,  but  did  not 
fool  that  this  experience*  by  itself*  was  sufficient  to  warrant  tho 
granting  of  certification  under  Section  10b.  It  was  thought  that  a 
mini uum.  of  two  years  of  public  accounting  experience,  the  equivalent 
to  one  year  of  articlcship,  should  be  added.  Therefore*  before  pro¬ 
ceeding*  agreement  to  this  genoral  interpretation  wa3  obtained  from 
the  Minister.

Board  of  Examiners 
The  Chiropody  Professions  .let.  1952 

Tho  Board  held  four  meetings  during  the  1953  calendar  year. 

Early  in  tho  year  tho  board  met  to  consider  the  credentials  of  an 

applicant  from  tho  United  Kingdom,  a  graduate  of  the  Glasgow  Foot 

Hospital  School  of  Chiropody  in  Surgical  Chiropody  and  Physiotherapy, 

holding  a  Diploma  of  Licentiate  granted  by  the  Joint  Council  of 

Chiropodists  of  Great  Britain. 
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Dctwnsivo  enquiries  disclose  that  British  schools  do  not  provide 
an  adequate  variety  of  clinical  natter,  nor  equal  or  approach  equality 
with  the  training  deemed  necessary  on  this  Continent.  With  credentials 
difficult  to  evaluate,  the  candidate  was  required  to  submit  to  exam¬ 
ination. 

The  type  of  examination  to  be  used  was  debated;  principles,  rather 
than  specific  knowledge,  were  agreed  upon.  It  was  than  left  to  the 
professional  members  to  devise  the  questions.  The  papers  prepared  were 
reviewed  by  the  whole  board,  examined  in  detail,  with  tho  wording  of 
several  questions  altered  and  clarified  to  remove  any  doubt  of  what  was 
expected  of  the  candidate. 

In  tho  two  written  panel's,  with  a  pass  mark  of  60$,  the  candidate 
obtained  55$  and  40$.  In  the  practical  (pass  mark  70$)  he  achieved 
only  17$.  Considerable  deliberation  given  to  tho  answers  derived  from 
the  candidate  on  all  questions  disclosed  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of 
clinical  pathology,  roentgenology,  or  surgery,  and  very  limited  know¬ 
ledge  of  peripheral  vascular  diseases,  dermatology  or  orthopaedics. 

Ho  was  considered  a  failure  and  HOT  granted  certification. 

One  applicant,  a  graduate  of  'Temple  University,  a  college  approved 
and  accredited  by  the  board,  was  granted  certification,

The  Chiropractic  Act,  1945 

Embodied  in  July  1953,  tho  board  held  its  first  sooting  on 
August  12th,  when  laoribors  were  familiarised  with  government  policy 
on  professional  and  psuodo-professional  legislation,  and  tho  function 
and  duties  of  the  board  in  relation  to  this  policy. 

A  sub-committee  is  appointed  to  collect,  collate,  and  present  to 
the  board  information  on  schools  for  accreditation.  This  information 
includes,  -  curricula,  clerical  training,  composition  and  qualifications 
of  teaching  staff,  and  general  tone  of  the  school. 

Tho  syllabus  and  time- table  of  examinations  'Which  may  be  held  by 
tho  board  was  decided  upon. 

An  application  fora  (statutory  declaration)  for  uso  of  applicants 
has  been  drafted  and  appropriately  phrased  within  tho  terms  of  tho  Act. 

Three  schools  of  chiropractic  have  boon  approved  and  accrodited,- 

(a)  Tho  Logan  Basic  College  of  Chiropractic, 

(b)  Palmer  School  of  Chiropractic, 

(c)  Lincoln  Chiropractic  Coll ego, 
a  fourth  school,- 

(d)  The  Canadian  Memorial  Chiropractic  College 

was  given  qualified  approval.  The  accreditation  to  apply  to  chiropractic 
students  enrolled  before  July,  1953. 

Tho  board  granted  certification  to  three  (3)  candidates  who  had 
passed  the  1952  examinations  set  by  tho  Board  of  Chiropractic.  Mislaid 
or  overlooked  by  the  Association  these  applications  were  not  submitted 
to  the  Lieutenant  Covornor-in-Council  in  time  for  appropriate  action 
tinder  original  section  10  of  the  Act. 

The  Association  also  submitted  tho  applications  of  four  individuals 


who  had  failed  by  very  few  marks  examinations  sot  by  tho  Soard  of 
Chiropractors  in  1952.  duo  to  chans es  in  tho  Act  tho  Chiropractic 
Council  had  reviewed  tho  papers  and  marks  and  favoured  giving  a  pass 
nark.  Since  all  four  applicants  were  already  operating  under  Interim 
license  and  doing  a  good  job,  the  present  board  concurred  and  granted 
certification. 

1  Three  now  applications  were  considered;  two  wore  approved  first 
hand  &lWsou£ftone  had  only  grade  10  standing.  Under  its  present  terms  of 
reference  the  board  has  no  authority  to  consider  pre-professional  re¬ 
quirements.  The  Association,  however,  did  not  look  favourably  upon 
the  certification  granted  and  believe  that  its  existing  by-laws  relating 
to  the  unamended  Act  give  it  the  right  to  withhold  registration.  Tho 
third  applicant,  a  graduate  of  tho  only  Canadian  chiropractic  college-, 
was  later  granted  certification  upon  tho  Canadian  Memorial  Chiropractic 
College  being  given  qualified  accreditation.  Such  accreditation  apply¬ 
ing  only  to  those  students  enrolled  before  July,  1953.

The  application  reviewed  was  aubcitted  by  C.  li.  X.  Titic-y,  of 
F.ed  Door*  a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Optometry  of  Ontario,  Toronto, 
Ontario,  &  college  approved  and  accredited  by  the  Board,  Certifica¬ 
tion  was  granted  under  sub-section  4  of  Section  11  of  the  Act. 

There  arc  no  applications  outstanding. 

THd  corp/iri  fiUhTH 

The  calendar  year  1953  was  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  history  of 
the  Branch.  There  was  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  incorpora¬ 
tions  under  The  Companies  Act  and  the  registrations  of  Foreign  or 
Extra-Provincial  companies  remained  at  a  high  lovel  despite  the  fact 
that  there  was  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  incorporations  and 
registrations  of  oil  companies  in  comparison  with  the  previous  two 
years. 

At  December  31,  1953  there  were  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and 
eighty-3evon  (7,48?)  active  Alberta  companies  and  two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  eleven  (2,5U)  active  Foreign  or  Extra-Provincial  companies 
on  tho  Register. 

As  a  result  of  the  largo  number  of  active  companies  on  our  Register 
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there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  certificates  issued,  providing 
for  capital  increases  and  decreases  and  the  various  other  purposes  of 


objects  originally  conferred  and  also  in  the  preparation  and  certifica¬ 
tion  of  copies  of  documents  on  our  files.  Despite  the  increase  in  in¬ 
corporations  and  registrations.  Branch  revenue  decreased  considerably 
because  the  majority  of  the  companies  were  incorporated  with  capital 
of  20,000.00  and  ainiouza  foes  provided  by  the  Act  were  assessed. 

During  the  1953  calendar  ;/e ar,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  two 
(1,‘202)  companies  wore  incorporated  under  The  Companies  let  and  or.s 
hundred  and  ninety  (190)  Certificates  of  Registration  were  granted 
to  foreign  or  Sxtra-Provinciai  companies  which  conmenccd  to  transact 
business  in  Alberta.

THEATRE  INSPECTION  BRANCH 

rho  most  outstanding  activity  in  the  notion  picture  industry 
in  the  past  year  was  the  introduction  of  the  new  wide-screen  technious 
and  tnreo-diaensional  notion  pictures.  Che  three-dimensional  presenta- 
t.ons  came  first  with  the  Rialto  Theatre  in  Edmonton  and  the  Grand 
theatre  in  Calgary  showing  "Bwana  Ravil i;  about  April  1st.  Very  Shortly 
after  this  a  wide  scroan  was  installed  in  the  Grand  Theatre,  Calgary,  and 
esperitasat8  carried  out  regarding  screen  construction,  short  focal  length 
lens  and  various  ratios  of  length  to  .height  in  the  screen.  In  November, 
tne  system  known  as  Cinemascope  was  installed  in  the  Paramount  Theatre, 
■edmontoa  and  Capitol  Theatre,  Calgary,  It  appears  that  three-dimensional, 
wide-screen  and  Cinemascope  presentations  are  firmly  established  in  the 
industry  as  the  producers  in  Hollywood  are  regularly  putting  out  products 
for  the  various  techniques.  The  introduction  of  stereophonic  sound. 
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which  is  on  an  alaoct  entirely  different  principle.,  posed  a  problem 
for  all  servicemen,  technicians  and  projectionists,  four  inspectors  have 
had  considerable  difficulty  obtaining  the  latest  and  cost  reliable 
information  on  this  system,  and  to  this  end  this  Branch  has  subscribed 
to  the  Journal  of  tho  Socioty  of  notion  Picture  and  Television  'fngincors, 
which  is  considered  the  official  and  the  best  source  of  information 
available.  V©  are  asking  a  real  and  concrete  effort  -to  keep  abreast 
or  ahead  of  each  new  development  as  it  is  introduced. 

Another  outstanding  item  in  the  Theatre  In  op ..  star's  Branch  was 
tho  opening  of  a  large  number  of  Drive-In  Theatres  in  the  Province, 
principally  in  or  adjacent  to  tho  larger  towns.  Twenty  r.f.w  Drive-In 
Theatres  war©  opened,  While  the  Drive-In  theatre  activity  ’was  outstand¬ 
ing,  I  would  bring  to  your  attention  that  clearance  for  Entertainment 
Halls  and  Indoor  theatres  was  up  over  that  of  the  year  1952.  The 
increase  in  clearance  for  licenses  in  1953  over  1952  was  593. 

The  year  1953  has  been  marked  by  close  co-operation  between  this 
Branch  and  the  Kshibitors  of  the  Province.  I  aia  sure  that  a  get-togc-ther 
with  the  executive  and  uieaibora  of  the  Alberta  Theatre  Association 
accomplishes  a  great  deal  in  public  relations  and  mutual  understanding.

A  growing  acceptance  of  Sritish  films  is  indicated.  This  is  especially 
significant  because  there  are  very  few  so-called  "art  theatres''  which  show 
regularly  pictures  mode  outside  the  United  Hates.  Italian  films  held  near 
to  the  1952  level.  French  feature  films  were  below  average,  while  van 
pictures  showed  a  large  'increase.  Both  French  and  Genian  films  manifest  the 
seamy,  sordid  aide  of  life,  and  are  tho  answer,  one  must  assume,  to  that 
new  maturity  that  the  audiences  and  our  public  are  alleged  to  have  developed 
in  the  last  several  years.  Yiddish  and  Chinese  films  were  brought  in  for 


benevolent  fund  raising  purposes.  Hungarian  and  Susoian  appeared  mainly 
in  16saaj  permeated  with  communist  ideas  and  propaganda,  reflecting 
conterapory  Russian  life. 

The  early  confusion  in  new  dimensional  developments  -  3-D,  wide-screon, 
Cinsicaocope,  and  stereophonic  sound  -  precluded  the  installing  of  costly 
equipment,  with  the  postnibility  that  such  equipment  vrould  tsuickly  become 
obsolete  and  worthless,  Hew  dimensional  subjects  submitted  for  censorship 
havo,  therefore,  been  screened  at  local  theatres  suitably  equipped.  In 
tho  meanwhile  tho  various  systems  have  been  examined.  It  is  now  possible 
to  equip  the  screening-room  to  handle  the  projection  of  all  reasonable 
new  di  enoion  systems  now  used  or  about  to  bo  used,  with  tho  exception  of 
Cinerama, 

briefly,  the  three  principle  systems  are  as  follows, - 

(a)  The  so-called  true  3-D  s'-rten  that  employs  polsroid  glasses,  must 
'  maintain  absolute  precision  and  accuracy  in  projection  to  avoid 

.severe  eye-strain  to  the  viewer.  The  system  requires  the 
simultaneous  use  of  two  projectors,  extra  large  magazines,  tho 
installation  of  a  second  generator  and  rectifier,  cooling  fans, 
Polaroid  filters,  an  interlocking  device  that  connects  the 
two  projectors  to  run  synchronously,  and  a  special  metallic  screen, 
•.'•bile,  of  course,  necessary  for  theatre  presentation  of  3-D,  for 
consorahip  purposes  stereoscopic  effect  is  not  required.  Therefore 
except  for  the  large  magazines,  none  of  this  expensive  equipment 
is  needed. 

(b)  The  Cinemascope  system  would  appear  to  be  the  best  new  dimensional 
system  yet  devised.  In  this  the  screen  imago  is  governed  by 
anaaorphic  projection  lens,  which  restores  to  its  proper  proportion 
an  image  previously  distorted  through  compression  onto  35ur.  film 
of  wide-angle  scenes.  The  only  changes  required  ara  a  new  lens. 


the  special  wide  ccroen,  and  the  installation  of  stereophonic 
sound  effects.  Sines  the  screaming-rocs;  is  small,  additional 
loudspeakers  to  obtain  directional  sound  are  r.oi  needed. 

(c)  The  wide-screen  system  is  simply  a  method  that  will  give  standard 
2-D  pictures  a  wide-screen  effect,  in  short,  it  is  a  substitute 
for  GinemaScope.  Standard  pictures  are  photographed  in  an  aspect 
ratio  of  1.33  to  1,  or  four  feet  in  width  to  every  three  feet  in 
height.  When  projected  cn  a  wide  screen  it  is  therefore  necessary 
to  reduce  the  projector  aperture  plate  opening  'to  shorten  the 
height  of  the  picture,  with  the  result  that  part  of  the  top  and 
part  of  the  bottom  of  the  picture  is  cut  off.  The  enlargement  or 
attenuation  in  width  is  achieved  by  wide-angle  lens. 


Different  producers  use  different  aspect  ratios,  therefore,  open¬ 
ings  of  aperture  plates  vary,  as  do  the  focal  length  lens.  However, 
a  supply  of  the  various  aperture  plater,  which  are  inexpensive, 
plus  one  or,  at  the  most,  two,  lenses  of  suitable  focal  length,  shou 
enable  this  typo  of  picture  to  be  screened  satisfactorily.

The  work  of  tills  branch  has  increased  considerably  .in  the  past 
year,  duo  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  automobiles  operating  in  the 


Province. 

During  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31st,  1953,  53,913 

documents  comprising  motor  vehicles,  aircraft,  trailers  and  oil  well 
drilling  equipment  wore  filed  in  the  Contra!  Registry  Office  of  the 
branch  under  the  provisions  of  the  Dills  of  Dale  Act,  Conditional  Gales 
Act  and  the  Garageaea'a  Lien  Act. 


There  were  86,115  passenger  motor  vehicles  inspected  and  approved 
during  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31st,  1953  by  the  1,602  garages 
designated  as  authorized  testing  stations.  Nineteen  passenger  motor 
vehicles  could  not  be  approved  because  of  their  unsafe  mechanical  condition. 

With  the  reopening  of  schools  in  September,  1953  the  Highway  Safety 
educational  Unit  was  again  put  into  service  and  each  of  the  Driver  jXaminors 
has  had  the  opportunity  to  lecture  in  highacheols  throughout  the  .  ro vince, 
on  safe  driving  practices,  in  order  to  familiarise  students  with  our 
Driver  Examination  Program  and  give  the  students  correct  information  on 
our  traffic  laws.

The  Branch  is  continuing  the  policy  of  publishing  tho  Suspension 
Booklet  quarterly  giving  tho  name  and  address  of  each  person  whose  driver's 
license-  has  been  cancelled  or  suspended.  To  date  twenty  publications  have 
issued,  number  one  being  effective  as  of  February  15,  1949  and  number  twenty 
as  at  December  15,  1953.  The  Suspension  Booklet  is  distributed  to  all 
police  forces  throughout  the  Province  and  to  ail  Kotor  license  Issuers. 

The  first  issue  vf  the  Suspension  Booklet  contained  1,330  names,  die 
suspension  Booklet  number  twenty,  as  at  December  15,  1553  shows  a  marked 
increase  with  a  total  of  7,013  names,  This  can  be  attributed  larg  ly  to 
the  Increased  number  of  drivers  end  motor  vehicles  now  registered  in  th- 
Province. 


Our  Driver  Testing  Program  was  inaugurated  on  July  6th,  1955  in  tho 
cities  of  ddaoatoa  and  Calgary,  testing  the  qualifications  of  first  applicants 
and  those  drivers  under  mandatory  court  suspension  who  are  applying  for  re¬ 
instatement.  On  December  1st,  1953  wc  extended  our  program  on  the  same  basis 
to  include  tho  cities  of  Red  Deer,  Lethbridge  and  Medicine  Hat,  the  las', 
three  cities  are  served  by  Itinerate  Examiners  working  out  of  1  iaoiiton  and 
Calgary 
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Savon  Driver  Examiners  were  appointed  during  the'  last  week  of  Juno,  1953 
with  i-'r.  P.  J.  Rowan  end  Mr.  J.  0.  Peace  receiving  appointments  as  Chief 
’•.'ataniner  and  Assistant  Chief  Examiner.  A  one  week  training  course  was 
held  for  the  Driver  JiScaciners  at  the  Edmonton  Office,  from  June  29th  to 
July  4th,  inclusive,'  and  the  staff  allocated  as  follows;  Edmonton  - 
1  Chief  Examiner  and  4  Exaniiners.  Calgary  -  1  Assistant  Chief  Sxaainer 
and  3  Ktxflffiinors.

Demonstrations  of 
first  aid  fire  fighting  equipment  totalled  148.  ilrero  were  3 
now  fire  prevention  and  fire  protection  films  purchased  during  1953* 
i'ho  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  with  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  local  fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous 
fire  prevention  week  campaign.  Ehero  were  165  -ire  prevention 
week  reijorts  collected  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  competition 
headquarters  at  Boston.

Other  Activities 

Hie  fire  Commissioner  presided  at  the  Association  ox 
Canadian  fire  Marshals  nc-eting  at  Winnipeg  in  May.  At  the  invita¬ 
tion  of  the  Saskatchewan  fire  Chief 4'  Association,  the  fire  Com¬ 
missioner  attended  its  annual  conference  at  Saskatoon  in  June  and 
delivored  am  address  on  the  Alberts  fir©  Services. 

Jireranaship  competitions  were  held  in  fairview,  Vegreville, 
Calgary  and  Coleman  and  this  Department  encouraged  the  effo.es  of 
the  fire  departments  sponsoring  such  competitions  by  attendance, 
assistance  and  by  presenting  competition  prises,  -'he  fire  Con- 
nisei  oner  and  Deputy  fire  Commissioner  represented  the  c-  -ice  at 
special  functions  of  fire  departments  throughout  the  province  xc_ 
the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  interest  in  fire  prevention  and  fire 
protection  by  local  authorities. 

During  1953,  five  civil  defence  pumpers  were  received  and 
one  of  these  was  used  at  tho  civil  defence  fire  instructor's  courses 
which  were  conducted  at  he thu ridge,  Calgary,  fdr.onton  and  Grande 
Prairie.  »he  Deputy  fire  Commissioner  was  in  charge  at  these  schools,

Sales  oi  non  purple  taxable  Fuel 
oil  amounted  to  153,223,742.9  gallons,  an  increase  oi  25,483,2C5.9S 
gallons  or  13.05#  over  that  oi  the  Fiscal  Year  1951  -  1952. 


Sales  oi  Liquefied  Pctroloum  Gas  have  increased  from 
6,231,285  gallons  for  the ‘Fiscal  Year  1351  -  1952  to  3,307,241 
gallons  ior  the  Fiscal  Yoar  1952  -  1055  a  not  increase  oi  2,615,958 
gallons  or  41.58#.  This  typo  oi  fuel  oil  is  used  mainly  ior 
heating  purposes,  the  balance  of  which  being  used  for  the  propulsion 


oi  motor  vehicles  and  farm  tractors.  During  the  winter  months 


the  demand  on  this  type  oi  fuel  oil  is  very  heavy  with  the  result, 
that  during  tills  period  the  supply  is  unable  to  meet  the  demand.

The  increase  in  revenue  of  §2,612,231.66  can  be 
attributed  to  tha  greater  number  of  motor  vehicles  in  operation  in 
the  province,  increased  activity  in  the  industrial  ana  commercial 
fields  and  to  a  normal  increase  in  sales. 

Ket  revenue  for  the  nine  months  ended  December  51,  1953 
was  §13,538,643.70  an  increase  of  §1,691,806.40  or  14.28$  over 
the  same  poried  in  1952.  An  open  fall  and  winter  season  up  to  tha 
end  of  December  served  to  encourage  tha  use  of  motor  vehicles  in 
a  normal  way  and  this  coupled  with  increasing  industrial  activity 
would  explain  to  some  extent  the  substantial  increase  in  revenue 
over  the  same  period  in  1952. 

It  can  bo  reasonably'  ex  pa  c  tod  that  with  three  months  to 
be  reported,  net  revenue  for  the  present  fiscal  year  will  bo 
approximately  §17,550,000. 

The  collection  and  remittance  of  the  tax  was  conducted 
by  thirty  seven,  agents  of  the  minister  five  of  whoa  were  collectors 
of  tax  on  fuel  oil  imported  through  five  ports  of  entry/  into  Alberta. 

The  tax  collected  on  fuel  oil  imported  into  Alberta 
through  the  ports  of  entry  for  the  year  1953  amounted -to  §44,585.33  an 
increase  of  vll,550.52  or  54.36$.
